WASHINGTON President Obama cliose federal 
appeals judge Sonia Sotomayor to become the 
nation’s first Hispanic Supreme Court justice on 
Tuesday, praising her as “an inspiring woman” with 
both the intellect and compassion to interpret the 
Constitution wisely 

Obama said Sotomayor has more experience as a 
judge than any current member of the high court had 
when nominated, adding she has earned the “respect 
of colleagues on the bench, the admiration of many 
lawyers who argue cases in her court and the adora- 
tion of her clerks, who look to her as a mentor.” 

Standing next to Obama at the White House, 
Sotomayor recalled a childhood spent in a housing 
project in the Bronx as well as her upper-echelon 
legal career: “I strive never to forget the real world 
consequences of my decisions on individuals, busi- 
nesses and government.” 

Barring the unexpected. Senate confirmation 
seems likely, given the large Democratic major- 
ity If approved, she would join Justice Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg as the second woman on the current 
court, the third in history She would succeed retir- 
ing Justice David Souter. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid (D-Nev) 
issued a statement saying he looked forward “to 
working with both Democrats and Republicans 
on the Judiciary Committee to confirm Judge 
Sotomayor as the first Hispanic and the third 
woman to sit on the court.” 

Senate Republicans pledged to give her a fair 
hearing, and some questioned whether she would 
base decisions on her personal feelings, rather than 
constitutional principles. Given her background, 
any effort to filibuster her nomination could carry 
political risks, since Hispanics are the fastest-grow- 
ing segment of the population and an increasingly 


important one politically 

Introducing his choice, Obama said, ‘Mong the 
way, she’s faced down barriers, overcome the odds 
and lived out the American dream that brought her 


parents here so long ago.” 

The president called on the Senate to confirm 
Sotomayor before the court begins its new term in 
October.

Kansas university stirs debate over outsourced classes

Just how much can a college outsource and still be 
a college? 

The question is no longer just academic at Fort Hays 
State University in Kansas. Under a novel arrange- 
ment, the school will accept credits from a private 
company that runs introductory courses in subjects 
such as economics and English composition— listing 
them on transcripts under the Fort Hays State name. 
To some on campus, that sounds like a restaurant 


ordering takeout from a rival and serving it up as 
home cooking. 

“It could really damage our academic reputation,” 
said Topher Rome, a graduate student who helped 
start a Facebook group with 147 members opposing 
the arrangement. 

But the public university notes the arrangement 
isn’t for current students there— it’s mostly a recruit- 
ing tool. Fort Hays State hopes to drum up business 
amid declining state funding and a dwindling local 


population, encouraging those who sign up for the 
online courses to continue their education through 
the university 

It’s the latest chapter in an evolving debate about 
the place of innovation in higher education. Is out- 
sourcing teaching— especially for huge and often 
poorly run introductory courses — a way for colleges 
to catch up with other industries and rein in out-of- 
control costs? Or does it mean gutting what makes 
universities special? 


HOW IT WORKS 

The company working with 
Fort Hays State, StraighterLine, 
runs its own courses, which 
are designed by experts 
but aren’t led by a profes- 
sor. Nonetheless, the credits 
earned would be indistinguish- 
able from those taught by pro- 
fessors at Fort Hays State.

Ban on gay marriage upheld In California, but 
advocates keep up fight, including in Illinois

Waving rainbow flags and signs reading, “We 
Demand Equality,” more than i,ooo people 
marched along Halsted Street in the rain 
Tuesday evening to protest the California 
Supreme Court’s decision to uphold the 
state’s ban on same-sex marriages. 

“Even though we don’t live in California, 
this decision affects us,” said Brett Stortz, 
22. “It’s almost like we’re second- 
class citizens.” 

The California Supreme Court 
on Tuesday upheld Proposition 
8’s ban on same-sex marriage 
but also ruled that gay couples 
who wed before the measure was 
approved by voters in November 
will remain married under state 
law. 

The decision virtually ensures 
another fight at the ballot box 
over marriage rights for gays. Gay- 
rights activists say they may ask 
voters to repeal the marriage ban 
as early as next year, and oppo- 
nents have pledged to fight any 
such effort. Proposition 8 passed 
with 52 percent of the vote. 

The court ruled 6-1 on the con- 
stitutionality of Proposition 8, 
but the justices were unanimous 
in deciding to keep intact the 
marriages of as many as 18,000 gay couples 
who exchanged vows before the election. 

The court said it would be too disruptive to 
apply Proposition 8 retroactively and dissolve 
all gay marriages. Doing that would have the 
effect of “throwing property rights into disar- 
ray, destroying the legal interests and expecta- 
tions of thousands of couples and their fami- 
lies, and potentially undermining the ability 
of citizens to plan their lives according to the 
law as it has been determined by this state’s 
highest court,” the ruling said. 

The marriages began last June, after a 4-3 
state Supreme Court ruling striking down the 
marriage ban last May 



“It’s sad that the court voted this way,” said 
Modesto Tico Valle, executive director of the 
Center on Halsted, a community center for 
Chicago’s lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgen- 
der community 

“It’s not in touch with the rest of the coun- 
try as more states, like Iowa, begin to affirm 
the right to get married. It’s concerning that 
they’re taking a step backward for equality” 
While upset by the deci- 
sion in California, local gay 
rights advocates were pleased 
that on Tuesday an Illinois 
House committee advanced 
a bill that could legalize civil 
unions, granting same-sex 
couples in Illinois many of 
the same rights as married 
couples. 

If it becomes law, the bill 
would make Illinois the sixth 
state to approve civil unions, 
meant to give same-sex cou- 
ples the same “basic rights” 
as married couples, said the 
sponsor. Rep. Greg Harris (D- 
Chicago). 

Harris said he is unsure if 
he has enough support for 
the measure to pass the full 
House. The Senate and the 
governor also would need to 
sign off for civil unions to become legal in 
Illinois. With the legislative adjournment set 
for Sunday, Harris is running short on time to 
win approval for the bill this spring. 

Rick Garcia, public policy director 
for Equality Illinois, said the situation in 
California may actually help gay marriage sup- 
porters in the long run. 

“This ruling continues the conversation 
across the country and it energizes those peo- 
ple who are proponents of fairness,” he said. 

Valle said he sees more young people in 
Chicago becoming activists and fighting for 
gay rights. 

“If anything, this decision in California will

unite our community to continue this move- 
ment,” Valle said. “Very much like the civil 
rights movement, it wasn’t won overnight.” 

Opponents of same-sex marriage, however, 
dispute the idea that this issue involves civil 
rights. 

“Is homosexual behavior a civil right?” said 
David Smith, executive director of the Illinois 
Eamily Institute. “If sexual orientation is a 
civil right, then where is the stopping point 
of all this?” 

As for the California decision. Smith said: 
“I’m glad that the California Supreme Court 
upheld the will of the people. After all, we are 
a nation of the people, by the people and for 
the people.” 

Gay marriage is legal in five states: 
Iowa, Vermont, Connecticut, Maine and 
Massachusetts. l.a. times, mct contributed.

California Supreme Court rules 6-1 on Prop 8

The California Supreme Court on Tuesday ruled 
6-1 on the constitutionality of Proposition 8. 

Chief Justice Ronald George, writing for the 
majority, said Proposition 8 did “not entirely 
repeal or abrogate” same-sex couples’ right to 
privacy and due process or the “constitutional 
right of same-sex couples to ‘choose one’s life 
partner and enter with that person into a com- 
mitted, officially recognized, and protected fam- 
ily relationship.’ 

“Instead, the measure carves out a narrow and 
limited exception to these state constitutional 


rights.” In an allusion to the state’s domestic- 
partner law, George noted that Proposition 8 left 
undisturbed “all of the other extremely signifi- 
cant substantive aspects of a same-sex couple’s 
state constitutional right to establish an official- 
ly recognized and protected family relationship 
and the guarantee of equal protection under the 
laws.” 

In addition to rejecting the gay-rights lawyers’ 
contention that Proposition 8 was an illegal con- 
stitutional revision, the court flatly discarded 
Atty Gen. Jerry Brown’s argument that the mea- 
sure was unconstitutional because it affected an 


“inalienable right.” 

Justice Carlos Moreno, in the lone dissent, 
warned that Tuesday’s ruling “places at risk 
the state constitutional rights of all disfavored 
minorities.” 

“It weakens the status of our state constitu- 
tion as a bulwark of fundamental rights for 
minorities protected from the will of the major- 
ity,” wrote Moreno, the court’s only Democratic 
appointee. 

The court declined to determine whether 
same-sex marriages performed outside California 
would be legal there.

A transcript of a secretly recorded phone 
call between the brother of former Gov 
Rod Blagojevich and US. Sen. Roland 
Burris was released in federal court 
Tuesday a call in which Burris, then seek- 
ing the Senate seat, was recorded offering 
the Blagojevich campaign a check. 

“I know I could give him a check,” 
Burris said. “Myself” 

But in the same call, Burris tells Robert 
Blagojevich he is concerned he and Rod 
Blagojevich will “catch hell.” 

‘And if I do get appointed that means I 
bought it,” Burris said. 

‘And, and God knows number one, I, 
I wanna help Rod,” Burris says later in 
the call. “Number two, I also wanna, you 
know, hope I get a consideration to get 
that appointment.” 

Burris was recorded saying the timing 
would be crucial to how the fundraising 



would be perceived. 

‘And however that goes, ah, it would 
dictate, ah, you know how the press treats 
it,” he said. 

“Understand,” Robert Blagojevich 
answered. 


“ ’Cause man, I, I will be, you know we 
both would be profiled,” Burris continued. 
‘And we don’t need that.” 

A federal judge on Tuesday gave prose- 
cutors permission to turn over the record- 
ed conversation to the Senate Ethics 
Committee, which has launched a review 
of Burris’ conduct prior to his appoint- 
ment by Blagojevich. 

Burris did not specifically mention 
offering Blagojevich a check in affidavits 
he filed in Springfield in connection with 
hearings on Blagojevich’s impeachment. 

Attorney Michael Ettinger, who repre- 
sents Robert Blagojevich, said he didn’t 
object to releasing the tape. 

“If it was up to us, we’d play it to the 
public,” Ettinger said. 

Burris’ attorney, Timothy Wright, also 
did not object to the release and said he 
believed the tape would show Burris did 
nothing wrong.

Old Town’s new spot for 
tapas and sangria is trying 
hard— maybe too hard— 
to get the party started

“More foam?” asks the server hovering 
over my glass of sangria, wielding a chilled stain- 
less steel canister iuid 
poised to pull the trig- 
ger. 

“Oh, sure- Why nor?” 
Eivissa i reply, resisting the 

to t tack aay of the 
half-dozen or so jokes 
that pop into my head. 
Fm trying— really trying— to embrace every- 
thing about Eivissa, a week-old tapas and sangria 
spot in the heart of Old Town. And 
that includes ordering an “Eivissa j 
foam party,” a frothy white topper 
applied table side to any of t he ba r^s \ 

cocktails or six varieties of sangria (glass 
$6, pitcher $iS), 

Ejvissa is Catalan for Ibiza, the 
Balearic island where party people 
flock for round-the-clock clubbing and 
seaside recovery and the restaurant 
is trying hard to capture some of the 
excitement associated with the legend- 
ary scene. Which partly explains the 
tablcsidc foam-party-in-a-can. Also, as 
our server repeatedly reminded us, it's 
“molecular gastronomy" 

Executive chef Dudley Nieto prefers 
to avoid that term, which too often 
brings to mind images ol liquid nitrogen- 
happy mad scientist types, opting instead 
to say he"s putting a contemporary spin on tra- 
ditional Spanish fare. Indeed, his description is 
more on point than the one our server pushes 


yet again before quickly darting off with his can- 
ister as if looking for a fire to extinguish. Nieto 
is really just reinterpreting traditional Spanish 
flavors, adding new textures here and there vith 
the help of modern techniques. 

Some of Nieto’s inspirations arc obvious. 

Spain, of course, is home to EJ Bulli, the most 
influential house of molecular gastronomy in 
the world. Others itre less so. Nieto, who's bet- 
ter known in Chicago for his work at Mexican 
restaurants such as Adobo Grill, Zapatista and 
Zocalo, owes his interest in Spanish cuisine to his 
f ather, a passionate cook who hailed from Spain, 
Nieto's menu at Eivissa, m attraaive but 
unpretentious restaurant with dining rooms 
on two floors and a bumpin’ front bar area that 
churns out potent cocktails (with or without 
foam) to a soundtrack that might as well be 
“Citfe del Aliir Vol, 17 ” provides 
a tvekome departure from the 
bacon-VTapped dates and 
baked goat cheese yoiill 
find at most tapas spots. It 
begins v^ith a line selection 
of Spanish cheeses (Sii 
for three portions) and 
ciu’cd meats. Then there 
are chupitos, or liquid 
tapas, follo^ved by pintxos 
(Basque-style tapas, served 
on toasted bread), more 
tapas, about 10 entrees (most 
also available in tapas- sized por- 
tions) and five kinds of paella. 

The chupitos (Sq-Sj), narrow shot glasses 
filled with a single skewered bite of meat or 



seafood meant to be eaten before you sip the 
accompanying liquid, showcase Eivissa's experi- 
mental side at its best. A morsel of roasted pork 
in cucumber-pineapple juice-guindilla pepper 
puree was one of the best bites we sampled, 
while a solitary shrimp dunked in tart gazpacho 
easily trumjied some of the more traditional 
seafood dishes, including puJpo a la planxa and 
gambas aJ a/xflo tapas (both S 8 and both suffo- 
cating under too much paprika). 

But for the most part, the chupiros arc the 
experimental highlight. Elsewhere, foams and 
gelces feel clumsy— at best distracting, at worst 
detracting. The flavors miike perfect sense: 
Tdiazabal cheese “air” atop a mushroom ragout 
(pintxo quince “ravioli” Math herb- marinat- 
ed rack of lamb (tapa SS, entree and so on. 
But “air” can't offset a lack of seasoning like real 
cheese. And the quince raviolo, a smj.dl translu- 
cent globe, was downright confusing, an incon- 
gruous flourish that only drew attention from 
the fragrant lamb and rustic mushroom medley 
The biggest head-scratchcr was a crab-stuffed 
piquillo pepper (tapa S 8 ) resting on a lobster 
“lake” (really a disc of lobster bisque), a dish that 
might have worked wonderfully —if only the 
“lake” hadn't intentionally been 1 rozen solid. 
We've got to hand it to Eivissa for breiiking 
the tapas mold. But once you've broken some- 
thing, you need to know ^vhen to stop stretch- 
ing. Case in point? The house sangria, infused 
widi fragrant cinnamon and vanilla bean. 
Unique and perfectly balanced, it brings the 
party like none other— no foam needed,

Third Eye Blind has not released a full-length album 
since 2003’s “Out of the Vein.” Yet over the last few 
years, the California group has nonetheless main- 
tained and expanded its popularity, a difficult task at 
a time when even the buzzworthiest bands run the 

risk of being quickly forgotten. 

The rockers’ new fan base is one that— based on 
recent concerts— is younger, a little more under- 
ground and eager to scream along to new songs, without demanding to hear 
late ’90s anthems such as “Semi-Charmed Life” and “Graduate.” Third Eye 
Blind will release its new record, “Ursa Major,” Aug. 18. 

We caught up with frontman Stephan Jenkins at South by Southwest 
in Austin, Texas. Eor a guy who’s toured with U2, dated Charlize 
Theron and released multi-platinum records, Jenkins seems surprising- 
ly down-to-earth and at peace with his band’s unintended reinvention. 

A lot of new punk and emo bands such as Panic at the Disco have started 
citing you as an influence. Surprised? 

Eve read about ... the Arctic Monkeys and Liz Phair citing us, and since I was 
already listening to them, that was great. I remember once Billy Corgan was 
on TV and somebody asked him about his favorite band, and he said, “Third 


Eye Blind!” I was like, “That means he’ll totally talk to me 
on the phone!” I figured out how to get his number, so I 
called him and said, “Em really glad you like us, because I 
think we’re ripping you off!” He was very cool. 

What’s the deal with how you’re releasing this record? 

The mechanics of a record label don’t exist anymore. It’s 

like discussing mules when everyone’s moved on to a trac- 
tor. I have my own label now What that means, Em not 
sure, but I do know I don’t have to ask permission. That’s really about it. I 
can choose how it gets marketed, the publicist, all that. It’s not all this, you 
go in and stand before The Man and say, “Can I do this?” 

Is this harder to do on your own? 

I love it. You know what? In the music business now, there’s not going to 
be a few mega-trillionaires, but there will be a lot more people making a 
living in music. And besides. Eve never been a person who did well fitting 
into a defined groove. Mrs. Wong, my 2nd-grade teacher, made it very clear: 
“You don’t belong here, Stephan, in this institution.” I gravitate much more 
toward some kind of well-meaning anarchy

Mrs. Wong had a big effect on you, huh? 

Mrs. Wong was gorgeous, and an absolutely 
horrible teacher.

It’s an argument with a longtime ex-girlfriend.

One early newspaper article I read about you 
guys, before you were signed, said you used to 
perform with a pinata on stage. 

When we started, we did a record showcase 
for record companies, and it was pretty clear 
we were going to get a deal. But so many 
people didn’t get it at all. Our music is a little 
weird. It’s not linear. We were getting tired 


of doing these {showcases], so we decided we 
had to make it a little more rock ’n’ roll. So 
for one of the showcases, we got a pinata, 
stuffed it full of crickets from a bait shop, 
and then smashed it during one song and 
released them all. 

Did they sign you? 

No, it cleared the room. Actually, we’ve done 
worse. When we played the American Music 
Awards years ago, we did “Graduate.” And the 
chorus is, “Can I graduate?” We’re warming up 
backstage, and my bass player is singing, “Can 
I masturbate?” We’re all like, {“Beavis and 
Butt-Head” laugh] “Huh, huh, that’s funny” 
And then I just started using that lyric during 
the telecast, and smashing these Chinese lan- 
terns hanging around the stage in time to the 
music. The network was kind of furious at us. 
But we’ve always been like that.

Test-drive your wine 


This past weekend, I caught an old episode of I EBO's “Curb \bur 
Enthusiasm” with Larry David, who co-created and produced 
“Seinfeld.” If you’ve never seen the show, it’s an improvised sitcom 
based on a fictionalized version of David’s life in which he plays him- 
self His character is known for being blatantly insensitive, socially 
awkward and brutally honest— which often lead to moments that are 
both uncomfortable and laugh-out-loud hilarious. 

The episode I watched begins in a restaurant with David and his wife 
having dinner with another couple who have just ordered a bottle of 
wine. The waiter brings the wine to the table, opens it and pours a taste 
for the other guy to inspect. David rolls his eyes as he observes his fellow 
diner go through the ritual of approving the wine, which involves a great 
deal of swirling, sniffing and gargling. I le is clearly amused and baffled as 
he compares the man to an elephant sticking his nose into a pond. 

1 found the scene hilarious, but if 1 were dining with David, I would 
explain to him the reason for all of the pomp and circumstance is to 
protect him as the customer. 

Here are the steps to ensure you are getting what you bargained for. 

Confirm the label 

The first step is to confirm you arc getting the correct winery, vintage 
and vineyard. These details often are in fine print, so make sure you are 
getting what was featured on the list. 

Check the cork 

Inspecting the cork can give you clues as to how'^ the wine w^as stored, 
wfiich matters mostly when dealing with older vintages of 8 to lO yaxrs 
or more. A dry and ciaimbly or excessively wet cork means the wine was 
nor stored properly w^hich could affect its flavor but is not an automat- 
ic indicator the wine has spoiled. There is no reason to sniff the cork. It 
will only smell like a piece of bark. 

Sniff and taste 

The w'aitcr will pour a i- to 2 -ouncc portion for you to smell and taste 
to make sure it is not moldy or musty and to confirm that the tempera- 
ture is to your liking and the wine is healthy and not funky. 

Send it back 

If you feel there is a problem with the wine, alert the waiter or man- 
ager. Often they win confirm your suspicions and retrieve another 
botde for you. It is acceptable to send wine back as long as there is a 
legitimate reason for it. 




Repeat 

If you like the wine enough to order another bottle, the w^aitcr w^ill 
bring you a clean glass to repeat the process. Let the waiter know if you 
would prefer your guests to have fresh stemware as well.

Chicago 
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Fans show support as T.l. reports 
to federal prison in Arkansas

FORREST CITY, Ark. Rapper T.L entered an Arkansas federal prison 
Tuesday to begin a year and a day sentence on a weapon charge. 

T.L, whose real name is Clifford J. Harris Jr., still made a concert- 
like entrance to the Forrest Citylow-securityprison— likely showing 
up 29 minutes late inside of a black conversion van with tinted win- 
dows. T.l was to report at noon, but the deadline passed as guards 
outside blocked reporters and onlookers from coming near the facil- 
ity on a rural state highway 

It was not immediately clear ifTI.’s late arrival would affect his plea 
deal with prosecutors. A spokesman with the U.S. attorney’s office in 
Atlanta said the federal Bureau of Prisons would decide whether T.L 
would face any additional jail time or fines for showing up late. 

Federal prison spokeswoman Linda Thomas told The Associated 
Press that T.L had been processed through the prison’s intake system, 
but couldn’t offer a specific time or any other details. Thomas said 
the Atlanta rapper would be known inside by guards as federal prison 
inmate No. 59458019. 

Traci Billingsley, another prison spokeswoman, said T.I.’s arrival 
would be handled no differently than any other and the prison had 
no special protections prepared for the rapper. The low-security pris- 
on has double-bunked cells and a large fenced exercise yard, where 
inmates in white jumpsuits could be seen Tuesday morning. 

“We treat all our offenders in the same manner,” Billingsley said. 

Fans gathered down the road from the prison Tuesday screamed “we 
love you, T.l!” when the black van pulled up at the prison. Afterward, 
they shouted at TV cameras that “T.L is the greatest!” 

Upon his release, T.L will be on probation for three years. He also 
must pay a $100,000 fine as part of his sentence. 

T.I.’s sixth album, “Paper Trail,” has sold about 2 million copies and 
the rapper earned a Grammy for the song “Swagga Like Us” that he 
performed with Jay-Z. T.L wrote the lyrics for the album while await- 
ing trial. 

T.L performed Sunday in Atlanta and told the crowd he’d “see y’all 
in 366 days.”
